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CHICAGO — City  traffic  noise — loud,  shrill,  and  nerve-racking — contributes 
to  irritability  and  frustration,  Dr.  Howard  C.  Hardy,  a  Chicago  acoustics  and 
vibration  expert,  said  today. 

Dr.  Hardy,  a  physicist  at  /urmour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute 
of  Teclinology,  is  supervisor  of  a  noise  survey  sponsored  by  the  Foundation  and  the 
Greater  Chicago  Noise  Reduction  Council, 

"Your  mind  can  shut  out  sounds  you  don't  want  to  hear,  but  yon   must  stay 
alert  for  v:arning  sounds  you  want  to  hear  such  as  train  T/histles  and  automobile 
horns,"  he  said, 

"Conscious  effort  to  avoid  hearing  unpleasant  and  unnecessary  noise  brings 
an  unconscious  urge  to  get  away  from  it  all.  So  people  head  for  the  parks  or  the 
country  or  anyplace  to  side  step  the  noise," 

Noise  drives  persons  to  the  suburbs  to  live  and,  if  possible,  to  work; 
hurts  downtovm  business  because  shoppers  want  to  avoid  noise  and  congestion;  and 
contributes  indirectly  te  the  problems  of  population  decentralization.  Dr.  Hardy 
believes, 

"Too  m.any  modern  cities  are  designed  by  architects  and  engineers  who 
think  only  with  their  eyes  and  not  their  ears,"  Dr.  K.ardy  charged.  "If  they  could 
hear  the  noise  their  designs  will  create,  they'd  change  the  designs," 
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Reporting  oii  the  vehicular  phase  of  the  year -long  survey  by  Dr.  Hardy  and 
his  associates  at  the  Research  Fomidation,  he  pointed  out  that  noises  in  the  hearts 
of  cities  are  almost  conpletely  as;?ociated  with  traffic. 

Hov«-  to  get  rid  of  this  noise? 

Quiet  the  vehicles^  plan  better  traffic  raovenent,  reduce  the  number  and 
loudness  of  warning  devices,  enforce  ordinances  against  horn  blowing,  require  better 
mufflers  on  vehicles,  plant  more  trees  and  sl-irubbery  along  thoroughfares,"  Dr. 
Hardy  advises. 

Dr.  Hardy  decried  the  defeatist  attitude  of  those  ivho  say  nothing  can  be 
done.  He  cited  nev;  street  cars,  new  trolley  buses,  and  nevr   elevated  trains,  all  of 
v/hich  create  less  noise  than  the  tj"pes  they  are  replacing  because  of  better 
engineering  design. 

Dr.  Hardy  urged  civic  groups,  transportation  authorities,  city  officials, 
and  merchants'  associations  to  act  effectively  and  forcefully  to  lessen  noise  and 
help  maintain  the  usefulness  and  prosperity  of  metropolitan  business  districts.

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CHICAGO  —  In  20  years  your  radio  cabinet  probably  will  be  about  as 
obsolete  as  a  wood-burning  cook  stove,  according  to  Dr.  Howard  C.  Hardy,  supervisor 
of  acoustics  and  vibrations  research  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology. 

Dr.  Hardy  believes  that  radio  amplifiers,  speakers,  and  whole  sound 
systems  ivill  be  built  into  the  walls  of  houses  within  the  near  future  and  will 
become  as  much  a  part  of  any  building  as  plumbing  and  electrical  vdring. 

"People  are  beginning  to  demand  better  sound  reproduction  and  better 
acoustics  in  their  homes,"  Dr.  Hardy  said, 

"Architects,  construction  engineers,  and  the  public  in  general  are 
becoming  increasingly  aware  that  sound  and  sound  reproduction  are  as  important 
considerations  in  construction  as  are  the  other  utilities.   Radios,  phonographs, 
and  television  units  are  becoming  as  essential  in  a  home  as  a  refrigerator,"  he 
said. 

Dr.  Hardy,  one  of  the  nation's  leading  authorities  on  sound  in  general  and 
acoustics  in  particular,  believes  that  better  sound  reproduction  and  acoustics  are 
not  nov«'  common  in  American  homes  and  other  structures  simply  because  the  public 
hasn't  demanded  them, 

"And  the  public  hasn't  so  far  demanded  them  because  very  fevr   people  have 
ever  heard  really  good  sound  reproduction  except  in  a  certain  few  theatres  and 
auditoria,"  he  said. 
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Good  sound  reproduction  has  been  considered  too  expensive,  Dr.   Hardy 
pointed  out.  It  has  not  been  readily  available  except  in  custom-built  models,  and 
the  difference  between  fair  and  good  sound  reproduction  is  a  subtle  one,  he  said. 

"Most  families  have  at  least  one  master  radio  in  their  home,  usually  in  the 
living  room,"  Dr.  Hardy  said.   "Even  families  of  quite  moderate  means  virill  spend 
as  much  as  $250  for  this  radio,  and  often  up  to  :;J^00,  especially  v;hen  it  is  equipped 
with  a  record  changer." 

"As  much  as  60$?  of  this  price  is  in  the  cabinet  and  in  the  markup  at  the 
retail  store.   A  really  good  set,  giving  excellent  reproduction,  can  be  built  in  for 
this  amount  of  money,"  Hardy  said. 

He  pointed  out  that  one  company  already  is  building  in  radios  and  '■ 
television  sets  in  redesigned  homes  and  rooms.   A  Chicago  firm  recently  began 
installing  ainplifiers  and  speakers  as  part  of  rooms,  then  custom-building  the  face 
of  the  unit  to  fit  the  room..

Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  were  reported  today  in 
Mexico  City  by  Dr.  Francis  Godwin,  director  of  the  Foundation's  International 
Division, 

A  wax  product  worth  :'^20  million  in  annual  e>^orts  and  the  first  stable, 
dry  tortilla  flour  acceptable  to  the  Mexican  public  are  among  successful  research 
projects  listed  by  Godwin  in  a  report  which  covers  five  years  of  service  to  Mexico 
by  the  Foundation.  The  International  Division  laboratories  are  in  Mexico  City, 

Surveys  of  industrial  possibilities,  aid  in  establishment  of  new  laboratorlet 
training  of  Mexican  technicians,  and  a  dozen  specific  research  projects  are  mentioned 
in  the  report.  Dr.  Godwin  prepared  the  information  for  the  Banco  de  Mexico,  sponsor 
of  a  portion  of  the  Foundation's  activity  in  Mexico, 

Surveys  for  possible  industrial  development  have  been  made  in  the  fields 
of  solid  fuels,  forest  products,  hides  and  leather,  and  hard  fibers.   Surveys  and 
recommendations  have  been  made  for  increased  technical  training  and  investigation 
in  Mexico,  The  Foundation  also  sponsored  a  joint  Mexican-U,S.  conference  on  mutual 
technical  problems.

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In  addition  to  advice  on  technical  training,  the  International  Division 
had  conducted  joint  research  with  Mexican  engineers  and  scientists.   The  Foundation 
has  arranged  for  fellowships  in  both  the  Foundation  laboratories  in  Chicago  and 
Mexico, 

A  new  and  complete  laboratory  for  the  practical  solution  of  industrial 
problems  in  Mexico  went  into  operation  recently  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Banco 
de  Mexico.  Other  laboratories ,  including  the  National  Laboratory  for  Industrial 
Development,  have  received  aid.  Armour  assisted  in  operation  of  a  laboratory  in 
Yucatan  for  the  investigation  of  henequen  fiber. 

The  International  Division  has  developed  a  process  to  make  a  satisfactory 
dry  tortilla  flour.  Production  economies,  improved  national  nutrition,  and  con- 
servation of  food  supply  are  assets  of  the  flour,  according  to  GoiiTin, 

Since  the  days  of  the  Aztecs  tortillas  have  been  made  only  from,  freshly- 
ground  wet  corn.  They  form  a  basic  diet  i'":^r;  in  Mexico, 

Extraction  of  valuable  wax,  with  properties  as  good  or  better  than  carnauba, 
from  the  residue  of  henequen  promises  "no  less  than  -^20  million        a  year  in 
exports,"  Godwin  estimated,  Ke  said  the  project  should  result  in  acquiring  much- 
needed  dollar  exchange  for  Mexico,

An  economical  process  /  been  developed  to  industrialize  cascalote  tannin. 

This  product,  highly  important  to  the  Mexican  leather  industry,  has  been  handled  in 
a  crude  form  in  the  past.  Recent  experiments  indicate  it  may  also  serve  as  a 
substitute  for  quebracho  in  controlling  the  viscosity  of  mud  in  oil-vfell  drilling. 

During  the  war  a  process  was  developed  for  extracting  quinine  and  other 
antLmalaria  drugs  from,  the  cinchona  tree  of  Chiapas  to  allow  Mexico  to  produce 
independent  supplies  of  these  materials.

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CHICAGO  —  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  is 
]^eading  for  its  biggest  year.   At  the  close  of  the  first  three-quarters  of  the 
I9U8-U9  fiscal  year  research  volvime  already  has  surpassed  the  total  for  all  of 
I9U7-U?'  when  the  Foundation  did  a  gross  volume  of  research  amounting  to  $3)379)000, 

Projected  figures  indicate  that  the  Foundation  can  expect  a  volume  for  the 
entire  year  in  excess  of  'jU, 2^0, 000.   The  projected  figures,  termed  conservative 
estimates  by  Dr.  Haldon  A.  Leedy,  director,  represent  an  increase  over  last  year 
of  about  $650,000,  or  approximately  2$   per  cent.  This  is  a  60  per  cent  gain  over 
a  two-year  period  and  more  than  doubles  the  figure  for  the  close  of  the  19h5-i|6 
fiscal  year. 

Research  volume  figures  represent  the  ainount  of  money  invested  by  industry, 
governmental  agencies,  industrial  associations,  and  individuals  for  the  solution 
of  technological  problems,  the  development  of  new  products  and  processes,  and  the 
discovery  of  new  scientific  facts. 

The  Foundation,  a  not-for-profit  organization,  charges  for  its  services  on  a 
cost  plus  overhead  basis.  It  is  not  and  has  never  been  endowed,  but  operates  on  the 
research  appropriations  of  its  sponsors. 

Dr.  Leedy  pointed  out  that  personnel  figures  have  remained  fairly  constant  during 
the  year  in  the  face  of  growing  volume.  The  Foundation  employs  about  6OO  people  on 
a  full-time  basis,  most  of  whom  are  scientists. 
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During  the  first  nine  months  of  the  current  fiscal  year,  the  Foundation  completed 
or  otherwise  terminated  80  research  projects  and  began  76  new  ones.  At  the  end  of 
the  third  quarter,  scientists  were  working  on  I90  projects  ranging  from  improvement 
in  candy  making  to  basic  investigations  of  radiation  at  extreme  altitudes. 
Foundation  laboratories  are  equipped  to  do  research  and  development  in  six  major 
fields:  ceramics  and  minerals,  chemistry  and  chemical  engineering,  electrical 
engineering,  mechanics,  metals,  and  physics. 

Of  the  190  project-:^  at  the  close  of  the  first  nine  m.onths,  105  were  sponsored 
by  industry,  I48  by  governi-ient  agencies,  and  the  Foundation  vras  sponsoring  37  itself 
from  general  funds  allotted  for  fundamental  research  and  for  the  organization's 
broad  public  service  program.  Fundamental  projects  generally  are  in  quest  of 
basic  scientific  knowledge  which  can  be  applied  in  the  solution  of  the  technical 
problems  of  industry  and  government, 

"The  increase  in  volume  of  research  and  the  fairly  constant  number  of  projects 
and  sponsors  indicate  that  industry  is  turning  to  research  as  a  means  of  more 
economical  production  and  a  source  of  nev;  products  to  meet  the  competition  of  a 
declining  economy  and  buyers'  market,"  Dr.  Leedy  said. 

The  projected  figures  indicate  that  almost  Cfh   million  of  the  19[t8-li9  research 
volume  is  being  done  by  the  Research  Division,  largest  of  the  tliree  divisions  of  the 
Foundation  and  the  one  which  does  most  of  the  research  and  development  work. 

The  International  Division,  rath  offices  in  Mexico  City,  did  a  gross  volume 
of  'Jlii7,000.  Last  year's  fi-^re  was  .^^103, 000,  and  in  19u6-li7,  the  year  the  division 
was  formed,  the  figure  was  :;?21,000. 

The  Magnetic  Recorder  Division,  third  of  the  Foundation's  organizational 
divisions,  has  continued  to  license  domestic  and  foreign  companies  to  use  patents 
and  processes  developed  in  the  Foundation's  laboratories.

CHICAGO — Two  scientists  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  compare  the  seasons  in  a  big  city  like  this: 

Winter — quiet  and  dirty 5  sumitier — noisy  and  clean. 

Dr.  Howard  C.  Hardy,  acoustics  and  vibrations  physicist,  and  Maurice 
Kayner,  analytical  chemist,  reached  these  conclusions  after  measuring  noise  levels 
and  dustfall  all  over  Chicago, 

Mew  construction,  street  repair,  and  other  noise-producing  activities  are 
stepped  up  in  warm  breather,  so  air  haiamers  and  riveting  machines  add  to  urban 
noise.  Dr.  Hardy  pointed  out.  More  Sunday  drivers  and  tourists  add  to  the  noise 
of  street  traffic, 

"Passengers  in  subways  and  street  cars  have  a  quieter  time  of  it  in  the 
winter  because  the  windows  are  closed,"  Hardy  explained.   "The  summer  comjnuter 
opens  a  window  to  '--et  some  air  and  is  greeted  with  up  to  tiirice  as  much  track, 
tread,  and  engine  noise  as  the  winter  rid.er." 

Closed  windovfs  create  insulation  in  hom-es  and  apartments  during  the 
vfinter.  Noises  may  be  no  greater  outside — people  just  hear  them  miOre  clearly  when 
they  open  up  the  house  in  warm  weather.

"Complaints  about  noise  always  increase  in  the  spring,"  Hardy  said. 

One  of  winter's  most  effective  quieting:  devices  is  a  heavy  snow  v;hich 
absorbs  sound.  One  thing  in  surjner's  favor,  however,  is  the  sound  absorption  of 
tree  foliage  in  parks, 

"Vocal  noise  from  youngsters  playing  in  the  streets,  honking  wedding 
processions,  and  loud  radios  heard  through  open  windows  are  examples  of 
irritating  clamor  which  increase  in  the  sujnmer,"  he  said. 

The  Foundation  and  the  Greater  Chicago  Noise  Reduction  Council  are 
sponsoring  a  year -long  survey  of  noise  in  Chicago.  Hardy  has  been  in  charge  of 
collecting  precise  data  on  vehicular  and  factory  noise  since  last  November, 

Maurice  Kayner  said  the  hotter  a  city  gets  the  less  the  amount  of  dustfall. 
This  summer,  he  predicted,  Chicago  can  expect  about  half  the  amount  of  dust  which 
fell  in  January  and  February, 

"The  amount  of  dust  that  falls  is  proportional  to  the  amount  of  coal  and 
oil  used  in  heating  homes  and  apartment  buildings,"  Kayner  concluded.  The 
comparative  lack  of  smoke  in  summer  reduces  dustfall, 

"lYindy  months  mean  higher  dustfall,  too,"  Kayner  says,   "A  cold  vrlnd   not 
onlj'-  makes  it  harder  to  heat  a  building,  but  it  blovrs  the  dust  from  the  ground 
into  the  air  and  drops  it  somie^ihere  else." 

For  the  year  I9I48  Kayner  found  that  699.55  tons  of  dust  per  square  mile 
fell  on  Chicago,  This  was  a  reduction  from  an  average  total  of  768.56  tons  in  19U7, 

The  Foundation  has  measured  the  city's  dustfall  for  the  Chicago  Smoke 
Abatement  Department  for  three  years  without  charge  as  a  part  of  the  organization's 
public  service  program.

CHICAGO — The  fifth  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Conference  on  Industrial 
Hydraulics,  the  only  occasion  when  those  who  work  in  industrial"  hydraulics  can 
discuss  mutual  problems,  will  be  held  October  26-2?  in  the  Sheraton  Hotel, 

Sidney  F,  MusseLman,  conference  secretary  and  one  of  its  founders, 
explained  that  hydraulics  is  a  part  of  practically  every  field  of  science  and 
industry.   Until  the  founding  of  the  national  conference  five  years  ago,  however, 
there  was  no  meeting  at  v/hich  only  industrial  hydraulics  problems  xvere  discussed, 

Musselraan  is  assistant  chairman  of  the  applied  mechanics  department  of 
Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  which,  with  the 
graduate  school  of  Illinois  Tech  and  the  local  sections  of  seven  technical 
societies,  sponsors  the  annual,  non-profit,  non-comnaercial  conference. 

Otto  J.  Maha,  vice  president  of  the  Hannifin  Corp.,  Chicago,  is  director 
of  the  conference. 

The  seven  societies  which  cooperate  in  sponsoring  the  meetings  are  the 

Western  Society  of  Engineers,  Ame-ican  Society  of  Lubricating  Engineers,  Merican 

Society  of  Civil  Engineers,  American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers,  Society  of 

Automotive  Engineers,  American  Institute  of  Chemical  Engineers,  and  the  Institute 

of  Aeronautical  Sciences « 

The  two-day  program  will  present  technical  papers  by  soi;e  of  the  most 
authoritative  speakers  in  the  field  of  industrial  hydraulics.

CHICAGO  —  A  means  for  saving  industry  several  hundred  million  dollars  each 
year  by  eliminating  damage  caused  by  rats  to  packaged  foods  and  other  products  has 
been  suggested  by  Clifford  A,  Hampel,  supervisor  of  inorganic  technology  at  Armour 
Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 

Some  estimates  place  the  annual  loss  to  industry  caused  by  rats  at  more 
than  a  billion  dollars,  Hampel  said,  Warehousers  assume  that  they  will  suffer  an 
average  loss  of  15  per  cent  of  the  value  of  stored  articles  through  damage  caused  by 
rats, 

Hampel  believes  that  sodium  fluosilicate,  properly  coated  on  the  outer 
surface  of  paperboard  shipping  cartons,  vrould  be  an  effective  rat  repellent.  He  also 
suggests  that  it  might  be  applied  in  the  glue  lines  of  the  paperboard,  or  incorporated 
in  the  paperboard  itself  at  the  time  of  manufacture  of  the  chip  layer  and  liner 
sheets. 

Critical  studies  to  evaluate  these  possibilities  are  now  being  carried  on 
with  the  aid  of  Dr.  James  B.  DeWitt,  U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service,  Patuxent  Reseaid 
Refuge,  Maryland, 

"Sodium  fluosilicate  incorporated  in  food  in  very  small  quantities  has 
caused  rats  to  refuse  the  food  over  a  four-day  test  period,"  Hampel  said. 
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The  chemical  has  the  advantage  of  being  an  irritant  and  repellent  to  warm- 
blooded animals,  even  in  small  quantities,  but  has  not  been  considered  a  dangerous 
poison,  Hanipel  said. 

He  pointed  out  that  before  World  War  I  it  was  used  as  a  food  preservative 
in  Europe.  Such  use  is  prohibited  by  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration  in  this 
country.  The  compound  actually  is  less  toxic  to  warm-blooded  animals  than  most  of 
the  common  economic  poisons,  he  said, 

Hampel  points  out  that  potential  production  of  sodium  fluosilicate,  a  by- 
product of  the  phosphate  industry,  is  much  greater  than  present  consumption.  This 
fact  caused  him  to  become  interested  in  possible  uses  for  this  "overlooked  and 
neglected  chemical,"  which  he  says  was  "passed  by  in  the  development  of  new  chemicals 
and  novel  processess." 

Chief  use  of  the  chemical  at  the  present  time  is  as  a  "sour"  to  neutralise 
alkalinity  in  the  final  rinse  vrater  at  commercial  laundries  (much  as  lemon  juice  is 
used  in  rinsing  the  hair).   Small  quantities  are  used  as  a  flux  in  the  metals  and 
ceramics  industries,  and  in  some  insecticides. 

Hampel  said  that  his  studies  have  pointed  up  several  other  possible  uses 
for  sodium  fluosilicate.  He  believes  the  chemical,  or  compounds  including  it,  vdll 
be  the  answer  to  the  question  of  how  to  stop  dry-rot  fungus  in  building  materials 
made  from  the  coniferous  timbers,  chiefly  the  type  of  fungus  prevalent  in  the  Gulf 
Coast  and  Pacific  Northwest  regions.  More  than  1  l/U  million  tons  of  insulating 
board  are  made  from  these  timbers  each  year. 

Sodium  fluosilicate,  he  believes,  could  be  used  as  an  effective  weed  killer; 
to  defoliate  cotton  plants  (kill  the  leaves  and  cause  them  to  fall  off)  in  preparing 
them  for  the  picking  machine;  to  sterlize  the  soil  in  preparation  for  planting  certain 
plants,  chiefly  tobacco;  as  an  insecticide  in  the  control  of  weavils,  cutworms,  and 
other  pests  including  even  cockroaches,  the  housefly,  and  the  moth. 


Hampel  -  three 

Hampel  thinks  sodiun  fluosilicate  also  would  be  an  excellent  agent  for  the 
"acid  step"  in  removing  sizing  material  from  cotton  goods.  Sizing  material  is  the 
starch-like  substance  used  in  weaving  to  make  yarn  handle  more  readily,  and  its 
removal  ^Adthout  damage  to  the  cloth  has  long  been  a  major  problem  in  the  weaving 
industry.

The  fuel  reserves  of  the  nation  are  being  consumed  at  an  alarming  rateo 
If  present  trends  continue  the  indications  are  that  the  reserves  of  natural  gas  and 
petroleum  in  the  United  States  ^vill  become  exhausted  before  the  end  of  the  century. 
Only  coal  appears  to  be  in  appreciable  supply,  with  estimated  reserves  sufficient 
for  approximately  2000  years  at  existing  rates  of  consum.ptionc 

On  an  equivalent  heat  basis  more  oil  and  gas  are  used  per  year  than  coal. 

Consequently,  a  depletion  of  our  fluid  fuel  reserves  would  materially  affect  the 

economy  of  the  nation.  Serious  consideration  would  have  to  be  given  to  the  domestic 

heating  situation  alone,  a  field  where  increased  use  is  being  made  of  oil  and  gas. 

Of  even  greater  magnitude  would  be  the  problems  confronting  the  transportation 

industry,  the  largest  consumer  of  petroleum  products, 
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Much  effort  is  being  expended  toward  the  consei-vation  and  intelligent 
utilization  of  our  fuel  resources.  Engineers  are  constantly  striving  to  improve  the 
efficiency  of  poxirer  equipment  so  as  to  obtain  the  desired  result  with  less  expendi- 
ture of  energy  in  the  form  of  combustion  of  fuel.  In  order  to  further  mitigate  the 
situation,  the  conversion  of  coal  to  liquid  fuel  can  be  resorted  to,  but  the  present 
status  of  this  process  is  of  relatively  low  efficiency  as  the  energy  in  the  required 
coal  is  m.ore  than  twice  that  of  the  liquid  fuel  produced.  Furthermore,  the  success- 
ful operation  of  the  process  vrould  depend  on  a  continuous  supply  of  coal,  a  not  too 
reasonable  exceptation  in  view  of  the  labor  situation  in  the  mines c 

The  gas  turbine  appears  to  possess  many  attractive  potentialities  for 
relieving  the  serious  situation  of  diminishing  fuel  reserves.  In  conventional 
mining  practices  much  coal  is  left  underground  after  operations  cease,  because 
beyond  a  certain  point  a  miarginal  return  would  be  realized.  Experiments  under 
sponsorship  of  the  Bureau  of  llines  are  nov;  in  progress,  hov;ever,  Virhcre  the  coal  re- 
maining in  such  an  abandoned  mine  is  burned  underground.  The  air  required  for  this 
combustion  can  be  supplied  by  a  gas  turbine,  and  the  gases  leaving  the  mine  can,  in 
turn,  be  burned  in  the  turbine  to  supply  useful  pov/er.  Thus,  in  this  instance  of 
underground  gasification,  the  gas  turbine  affords  a  means  of  reclaiming  othervirise 
discarded  fuel  and  thereby  prolonging  our  reserves o 

The  science  of  nuclear  fission  is  over  advancing  and  it  is  reasonable  to 
expect  that  within  the  next  decade  power  nay  be  produced  by  such  methods.  In  this 
process,  instead  of  burning  a  conventional  fuel,  heat  would  be  obtained  from  a 
radioactive  reactor.  The  heat  thus  produced  could  be  imparted  through  a  heat  ex- 
changer to  a  gas  turbine  cycle  from  which  power  is  obtainable.  The  gas  turbine  has 
the  unique  advantage  of  being  the  most  direct  and  simplest  means  of  utilizing  such 
energy.  The  "fuel"  supplied  to  the  reactor  coiild  be  uranium  or  thorium,  thus  ex- 
tending the  reserves  of  conventional  fuels.  Production  of  power  by  this  means  would 
be  another  step,  wherein  a  gas  turbine  is  employed,  toT/ard  fuel  conservation,  but  it 

should  not  be  assumed  that  the  supply  of  uranium  and  thori^ura  is  inexhaustible,  as 
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such  is  not  the  case» 

Since  our  solid  fuel  reserves  are  in  much  greater  abundance  than  those  of 
oil  or  gas^  wise  utilization  wotild  be  in  the  direction  of  developing  efficient 
equipment  capable  of  using  the  former  in  preference  to  fluid  fuels.  Most  central 
power  stations  use  coal,  as  do  most  steam  locomotives c  The  very  lovf  thermal 
eff icience  of  the  latter,  however,  has  encoiu^aged  the  entry   in  the  railroad  field 
of  the  diesel  locomotive  with  its  much  higher  efficiency.  As  a  result  practically 
all  locomotives  now  on  order  are  of  the  diesel  type.  The  diesel  locomotive  has 
given  an  excellent  account  of  itself  in  railroad  service,  but  increasing  its  n-umbers 
aggravates  the  diminishing  oil  reserve  situation  and  does  not  contribute  to  the 
alleviation  of  the  imbalance  between  solid  and  liquid  fuel  reserves.  Here  again  the 
gas  turbine  may  offer  a  solution.  Under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Locomotive  Develop- 
ment Committee  an  efficient  coal-burning  gas  turbine  locomotive  is  being  developed. 
Many  problems  must  be  solved  in  an  undertaking  of  this  nature  but  the  results  so 
far  have  been  encouraging. 

In  power  plants  employing  steam  turbines  and  diesel  engines  much  energy 
is  tiirovm  away  in  the  exhaust  because  of  the  difficulty  of  recoverj.ng  such  low 
grade  heat  and  putting  it  to  a  useful  purpose.  In  a  gas  turbine,  however,  the 
exhause  gases  possess  a  relatively  high  temperature  so  that  energy  is  readily  re- 
coverable from  them.  Such  hot  gases  can  be  used  to  make  steam  which  in  turn  could 
be  employed  to  heat  buildings  or  for  process  purposes,  thereby  saving  an  equivalent 
amount  of  fuel  for  such  service. 

In  the  event  of  exhaustion  of  our  fluid  fuel  reserves  the  most  obvious 
remedy,  based  on  present  knovirledge,  for  domestic  and  other  heating  vrould  be  to  use 
coal.  It  is  possible,  however,  that  synthetic  fuel  processes  will  be  sufficiently 
advanced  by  that  time  so  that  the  convenience  of  fluid  fuels  can  be  economically 
retained.  Before  the  end  of  the  century  solar  heating  v/ill  be  used  to  a  much 
greater  extent  than  at  present,  and  it  is  even  reasonable  to  expect  that  homes  may 
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be  heated  by  electricity.     The   rapid  progress  being  made  in  the  poiver  generation 
field  would  indicate  such  a  possibility.     The  fact  that  electric  power  is   one  of  the 
few  commodities  that  has  not  increased  in  price  during  the  last  decade   is  a  tribute 
to  this   industry.     Further  advancements  using  gas   turbines,    nuclear  energy j  and 
other  new  developments   should  continue  this   trend  ever  forvrardo

"At  the  present  time  there  is  no  direct  competition  between  the  two,  since 
one  is  not  a  direct  substitute  for  the  other,"  according  to  Marvin  Camras,  physicist 
in  charge  of  the  magnetic  recording  research  group  at  Arm.our  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Techinology. 

"Despite  many  advantages,  the  magnetic  recorder  cannot  substitute  for  the 
phonograph  until  pre-recorded  entertainment  is  available  for  over-the-counter  sale," 
Camras  saj.d. 

According  to  Camras  this  has  been  a  "chicken  or  the  egg"  proposition, 

"It  does  not  pay  tn  set  up  for  production  of  magnetic  records  unless  many 
thousands  of  copies  are  sold.  This  requires  that  a  large  number  of  machines  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  public, 

"On  the  other  hand,"  Camras  said,  "if  attractive  pre-recorded  material 
■vrere  available  the  public  would  buy  more  magnetic  recording  machines." 

"Fortunately,"  Camras  said,  "pre-recorded  material  actually  is  not 
necessary  to  start  the  cycle,  since  magnetic  recorders  can  make  their  ovm  records, 
and,  thus,  their  own  market," 
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Gamras  pointed  out  that  most  magnetic  recorders  on  the  market  today  are 
designed  for  'home  recordinf], '  They  are  used  to  record  programs  off  the  air,  for 
parties,  voice  training,  talking  letters,  etc.   In  tnis  field  the  magnetic  recorder 
is  ideal,  he  said.  A  single  sioool  gives  a  full  hour  of  recording  and  requires 
little  storage  space.  The  material  can  be  erased  and  the  record  reused.  The  record 
can  be  edited  and  spliced.  Records  do  not  vrear   out  or  deteriorate  readily.  Cost  of 
magnetic  recording  equipment  is  Iovt   and  a  minimum  of  tecl'inical  skill  is  required  to 
operate  it. 

Standardization  of  tape  and  wire  speeds,  and  interchangeability  of  spools 
and  reels  used  by  different  makes  of  machines  also  is  necessary  before  over-the- 
counter  sale  of  pre-recorded  entertainment  can  become  a  going  thing,  Camras  said, 

Cainras  said  cost  of  the  two  types  of  recording  is  roughly  comparable. 

He  pointed  out  that  in  the  broadcasting  industry  magnetic  recording  is 
rapidly  replacing  disk-type  transcription.  This  may  be  an  indication  of  the  trend 
in  general  recording,  he  said,  since  broadcasters  are  interested  first  in  high- 
quality  reproduction, 

Camras,  who  has  brought  magnetic  recording  from  a  rather  unsuccessful 
experimental  stage  to  a  $i|0  million-a-year  industry,  holds  38  patents  in  the  United 
States  and  has  applied  for  approximately  8?  more.  In  addition  he  has  numerous 
foreign  patents  and  patent  applications, 

"Magnetic  records  are  adapted  for  longer  playing  times,"  he  said.  "This 
is  an  advantage  for  classical  and  high  quality  music  works,  since  the  entire 
selection,  perhaps  the  entire  score  from  a  musical  show,  can  be  played  through 
without  a  break," 

Camras  said  the  new,  long-playing  records  offset  this  advantage  to  some 
extent,  however  several  other  factors  favor  magnetic  recording.  He  listed  these 
advantages  as: 
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1,  There  is  no  deterioration  of  the  quality  of  the  sound  as  occurs  v^rhen 
playing  the  inner  grob%e6  of  a  disk; 

2,  TYie   frequency  response  (fidelity  and  naturalness  of  reproduction) 
is  excellent,  and 

3,  Background  noise  is  practically  inaudible  due  largely  to  the 
characteristic  of  the  background  noise  which  is  steady  and  smoothly  distributed. 

In  contrast,  the  best  disks  have  unsteady  background  noise  ivhich  becomes  especially 
audible  after  several  playings  or  when  dust  settles  on  the  disk.

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CHICAGO — New  uses  of  lath  and  plaster  to  lower  the  cost  of  homes  and  other 
on-tbe-site  construction  v-'ere  reported  today  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology'". 

Foundation  scientists  made  exhiaustive  tests  of  different  types  of  plaster 
mixes  and  v/all  and  ceiling  construction  for  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 
Among  their  conclusions  were: 

1.  In  the  past  many  joists  have  been  stiffer  and  more  costly  than 
necessary  because  of  a  120-year-old  stress  form.ula  not  applicable  to  m-odern 
materials  or  methods, 

2.  ¥/alls  can  be  made  stronger  and  more  resistant  to  plaster  cracl-:s  by 
merely  changing  the  position  of  lath  for  better  reinforcement  where  greater  stresses 
occur. 

3.  Plaster  strength  increases  v/hen  the  proportion  of  sand  included 
decreases. 

U.  Proper  plaster  thickness  and  application  aids  resistance  to  cracking. 
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"Adoption  of  ideas  in  the  Foundation's  report  v;ould  lead  to  sturdier 
plaster  construction,  lower  cost  of  upkeep,  and  enhanced  appearance  of  the  plaster 
surface  by  reducing  cracks,"  V/illiam  T.  Savage,  supervisor  of  Arnour's  materials 
section,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  project,  said. 

For  more  than  a  century,  builders  have  accepted  a  rule  that,  if  plaster 
is  not  to  crack,  the  beam  to  which  the  lath  is  attached  must  not  bend  in  service 
more  than  l/360th  of  its  length.  Foundation  researchers  made  the  first  laboratory 
tests  of  this  deflection  formula. 

The  scientists  found  that  the  rule  is  out  of  date  for  two  reasons: 

1.  In  recent  years  conventional  lime-sand  plaster  and  wood  lath  have 
been  replaced  by  stronger  materials — gypsum  plaster,  gypsum  lath,  and  metal  lath, 

2.  Modern  methods  of  attaching  lath  to  joist  allow  the  plaster  indepen- 
dence from  much  of  the  stress  on  beams.   Instead  of  nailing  the  lath  directly  to  the 
beam,  builders  novi   suspend  it  or  use  clips. 

Tests  of  models  in  which  modern  materials  and  methods  of  attachment  were 
used  indicated  that  the  plaster  could  take  as  much  as  six  times  the  stress  specified 
in  the  old  formula  without  cracking.  Structural  m.embers  selected  on  the  basis  of 
the  deflection  formula  have  often  been  too  expensive  because  of  the  extra  stiffness 
required. 

By  changing  the  position  of  lath  for  reinforcement  of  walls  at  critical 
points  of  greatest  stress— such  as  vd.ndow  corners— the  plaster  surface  was 
strengthened.   Since  no  additional  materials  ^vould  be  required,  home  builders  would 
receive  stronger  vmlls  for  their  money,  according  to  the  report. 

Both  sub-size  test  models  and  full-size  walls  and  ceilings  were  constructed 
md  subjected  to  various  stresses  in  the  Foundation  laboratories.   Tests  on  both 
Sizes  confirmed  the  industry's  standard  of  about  1/2  inch  as  the  best  thickness  for 
plaster.  Applying  the  plaster  in  two  coats,  with  the  stronger  mix  somevfhat  thicker 
than  the  coat  containing  more  sand  content,  added  to  strength. 
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The  report  noted  the  need  for  continued  research  to  keep  abreast  of  new 
materials  and  methods.  Exa'^iples  of  newer  materials  are  light-weight  plaster 
aggregates  like  vermiculite  and  perlite  v;hich  allow  the  use  of  lighter  and  less 
expensive  structural  members. 

The  National  Foundation  for  Lathing  and  Plastering,  a  labor-management 
organization  backing  im^"rovem;ents  in  the  industry,  encouraged  the  research  project 
and  described  the  information  obtained  as  "neiv  and  of  great  importance, ..to  (those) 
interested  in  various  phases  of  building  and  construction."

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CHICAGO  —  Noise  limits  nay  soneday  be  set  like  speed  limits  in 
city  streets,  according  to  an  acoustics  expert  v.-'ho  has  been  measuring  the 
noises  of  Chicago  for  the  past  year. 

"Exceeding  the  noise  lim.it  vrill  involve  too  many  decibels  per 
octave  band  instead  of  miles  per  hour,  but  the  principle  virill  be  the  same," 
Dr.  Hovrard  C.  Hardy,  supervisor  of  acoustics  and  vibration  research  at 
Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  said  today, 

"With  recently  developed  instrumients  and  techniques  vie   can  chart 
the  noise  made  by  typical  vehicles,  factories,  and  other  sources  of  urban 
clam.or,"  Hardy  explained.   "Fron  these  charts  of  what  noise-makers  such  as 
street  cars,  trucks,  buses,  and  elevated  trains  do  in  the  streets  we  can 
show  limits  of  acceptable  noise  for  each." 

These  graphical  pictures  of  noise  are  based  on  decibel  readings 
v.'ithin  different  octave  bands.  Charts  which  show  the  intensity  of  sound  at 
higher  and  lower  frequencies  take  the  form  of  "noise  curves"  of  particular 
noise  sources,  based  on  many  instrum.ent  readings, 

"Since  a  screech  is  more  irritating  than  a  thud,  breaking  down  our 
data  into  curves  like  this  gives  us  a  picture  of  v;hich  noise-makors  are 
most  annoying  because  they  have  relatively  high  decibel  readings  in  the 
higher  frequencies,"  Hardy  explained.  "The  v/orst  offenders  make  the 
loudest  noise  in  higher  pitches," 
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Foundation  scientists  have  charted  the  noise  made  by  all  public 
transportation  vehicles  in  Chicago  and  are  now  measuring  the  noise  levels  of 
industrial  and  residential  areas  in  the  city.  The  survey  is  being  sponsored 
by  the  Foundation  and  the  Greater  Chicago  Noise  Reduction  Council, 

"One  use  of  survey  results  will  be  in  vrriting  codes  and  ordinances 
for  cities  all  over  the  world^"  Hardy  said,   "A  street  car  or  bus  sounds 
somewhat  the  same  anywhere,  and  the  effect  of  noise  on  people  is  universal," 

Like  urban  smoke  abatement  progrsms,  Hardy  explained,  the  noise 
survey  seeks  information  leading  to  allowable  standards,  based  on  careful 
measurements  over  a  specified  tirae  periods  Chicago's  noises  have  been 
measured  in  all  seasons  at  many  locations  under  varied  conditions. 

Citing  one  ordinance  which  forbids  "loud  and  unusual"  noise, 
Hardy  asserted  that  most  such  laws  are  vague  because  they  are  not  based  on 
all  the  scientific  data  available.  Maximum  standards  at  various  frequencies 
would  clarify  the  laws,  he  added,  while  city  planners,  builders,  and 
architects  could  use  the  information  to  keep  their  cities  on  a  par  with 
others, 

"Since  traffic  noise  is  usually  a  city's  worst  problem,"  Hardy 
said,  "setting  standards  in  decibels  per  octave  band  for  each  type  of 
vehicle  would  quiet  streets  considerably, 

"The  new  street  cars  in  Chicago,  which  are  20  decibels  quieter 
than  older  models  in  higher  frequency  bands,  are  an  example  of  noise 
reduction  through  improved  design.  IVe  can  expect  better  standards  in  other 
vehicles  in  the  future,"

This  vrarning  to  lazy  students  was  given  by  Dr,  V/illiam  C,  Krathwohl, 
director  of  tests  of  the  Institute  for  Psychological  Services  of  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology. 

Speaking  before  the  Division  of  Educational  Psychologj''  of  the  American 
Psychological  Association's  annual  meeting  in  Denver  today^  Dr,  Krathwohl  outlined 
testing  methods  which  indicate  the  results  that  can  be  expected  from  students  in 
English, 

An  index  of  industriousness  for  any  student  can  now  easily  be  figured  from 
college  placement  or  orientation  tests.  Since  the  grade  a  student  makes  is  a  direct 
result  of  the  combination  of  his  ability  and  vrork  habits,  the  result  of  rating  a 
student's  industriousness  becomes  obvious. 

"Vifhat  is  more,  promises  and  good  intentions  mean  next  to  nothing",  Dr, 
Krathwohl  said,  "Results  of  repeated  testing  show  that  few  students  do  reform  their 
work  habits.  Good  habits  must  be  developed  at  home  and  during  elementary  and 
secondary  education," 
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The  basis  for  the  findings  was  a  comparison  of  ability  as  indicated  by  a 
vocabulary  test  1^rith  achievement  as  shown  in  an  achievement  test,  A  high  rate  of 
ability  and  a  low  rate  of  achievement  indicated  positive  laziness.  Average  ability 
and  high  achievement  showed  industry  and  good  work  habits. 

The  testing  method  has  been  designed  to  permit  college  admission  officers 
and  student  counselors  to  warn  and  advise  on  the  vfork  habits  of  students  before  they 
make  fatal  mistakes  as  regards  their  college  careers. 

As  a  result  of  the  tests,  it  was  found  that  given  any  two  of  the  variable 
figures,  it  is  possible  to  rate  the  third,  whether  it  be  achievement,  ability  or 
industriousness . 

Other  results  showed  that  of  tv/o  students,  equally  bright  but  different  in 
work  habits,  the  harder  worker,  as  indicated  by  the  tests,  showed  greater  achievement 
as  measured  in  actual  grades. 

It  was  found  that  no  student  mth  very  IotiT  ability  in  English  was  able  to 
make  a  grade  above  average  no  matter  how  hard  he  worked. 

All  students  with  low  ability  virho  survived  had  high  indexes  of  industrious- 
ness. In  the  low  ability  group  no  one  who  showed  any  degree  of  laziness  lasted 
through  his  freshman  year,

YiTith  three  of  its  new  classroom  and  laboratory  buildings  completed  and  in 
operation  as  part  of  its  long-range  development  program,  Illinois  Tech  will  be  able 
this  year  to  devote  considerably  more  space  to  the  evening  program  on  the  Technology 
Center  campus. 

In  addition,  700  students  will  be  accommodated  in  evening  classes  at  the 
Institute's  do'V'mtown  center  at  l8  South  I'.ichigan  avenue.

CHICAGO — The  musical  composer  of  the  future  will  sit  down  to  the  console 
of  -his  typewriter,  and — manipulating  the  keyboard — compose  a  symphony  of  straight, 
diagonal,  wavy,  and  saw-tooth  lines  of  varying  widths  and  lengths  on  a  strip  of 
paper  flowing  through  the  roller  assembly  of  his  machine. 

He  vvdll  orchestrate  as  he  comiposes,  using  patterns  of  lines  and  shaded 
areas  for  sounds  never  produced  until  nov-r,  rhythms  more  intricate  and  sustained 
than  can  now  be  produced,  plus  the  sounds  of  all  the  conventional  instruments  we 
now  know.   If  he  vdshes,  he  can  put  in  a  vocal  solo  or  an  entire  chorus, 

Vi/hen  the  composer  has  com.pleted  his  comiposition,  a  technician  v:ill  take 
the  strip  of  paper  v/ith  its  pattern  of  lines  and  shaded  areas  and  transfer  it, 
using  ordinary  photographic  methods,  to  the  sound  track  of  a  conventional  motion 
picture  film-. 

Then,  by  the  same  means  novr  used  to  reproduce  sound  in  motion  picture 
houses  t!iroughout  the  world,  the  composition  can  be  played  as  if  by  a  full 
orchestra  of  all  the  conventional  instruments,  some  new  ones,  and  with  the 
composer's  own  interpretation  as  to  tone,  timing,  and  amplitude, 
ta^         Robert  E.  Lewis,  an  associate  physicist  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  calls  this  "synthetic  sound  on  film,"  Lewis  was 
the  first  to  correlate  all  the  theoretical  data  on  synthetic  sound  on  film  and  his 
work  has  brought  the  process  to  its  first  commercial  application. 
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Lewis  teamed  with  Ilornan  McLaren,  of  the  National  Film  Board  of  Canada, 
to  develop  the  technique  used  in  the  first  movie  ever  released  which  was  made  with 
no  sound  recording  device  v/hatsoever, 

"Roughly  speaking,  synthetic  sound  on  film  is  to  the  regular  optical 
sound  track  what  the  aniraated  cartoon  is  to  picture  reproiuction,"  Levds  said. 

The  simplest  means  of  producing  synthetic  sound  on  film  is  to  draw  the 
sound  patterns  directly  onto  the  film  v/ith  a  brush  or  dravring  pen  and  India  ink, 
Lewis  explained*  Another  process  is  the  frame-by-frame  exposure  of  drawings  of 
sound  waves  "changed,  arranged,  and  drawn  in  such  a  manner  as  to  control  tonal 
quality,  pitch,  and  amplitude,"  he  said, 

(Optical  sound  tracks  on  fiMs  are  series  of  lines  and  areas  or  different 
densities  vfhich  follow  a  complex  but  definite  pattern.  A  light  directed  through 
the  film  onto  the  surface  of  a  photocell  causes  the  pattern  to  be  translated  to  the 
sound  heard  in  movie  houses. 

(The  pattern  on  a  sound  track  can  be  reduced  to  mathematics.   Lewis  and 
McLaren  worked  out  the  mathematics  of  putting  rhythms,  pitches, and  amplitudes  into 
patterns  on  a  sound  track  to  give  back  the  desired  sounds.  For  example,  high  C  on 
a  violin  is  represented  by  a  special  shape  in  the  pattern.   The  same  note  on  an 
organ  takes  a  similar  but  slightly  altered  shape.  Frequency  of  recurrence  of  the 
pattern  determines  pitch  and  density  determines  amplitude.) 

"The  typev;riter-ln ke  machine  is  by  no  means  a  reality  yet,"  Lewis  said. 
"It  is  the  ultimate  end  of  synthetic  sound  on  film." 

Lewis  became  interested  in  the  technical  aspects  of  synthetic  sound  on 
film  in  a  reverse  manner.   In  19U1,  v/nile  working  on  documentary  films,  he  became 
interested  in  motion  pictures  as  an  art.   Unable  to  achieve  some  of  the  desired 
results,  he  turned  to  synthetic  sound  on  film — a  subject  of  fascinating  discussion 
by  scientists  in  all  parts  of  the  world  for  a  number  of  years.  He  correlated  and 
assimilated  all  the  information  available  on  the  subject  and  ivent  forward  from  that 
point. 

-nl6re«- 
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Levfis,  a  physicist,  then  teamed  with  McLaren,  a  musician  and  artist  also 
interested  in  synthetic  sound  on  film,  and  they  worked  out  the  pattern.   Their 
first  experiments  were  hand-drawn  sound  tracks.  Later  they  developed  a  generator, 
a  device  with  a  shutter  v/hich  vail  expose  the  sound  track  of  a  film  in  a  r3iven 
pattern  and  at  specified  intervals, 

Lewis  says  it  may  be  UO  years  before  his  tj^ewriter-like  machine  is  an 
actuality,  but  he  expects  other  forms  of  hand  animation  to  be  used  mthin  five 
years. 

As  to  the  advantages  of  this  method  of  recording  sound,  Lewis  says 
"synthetic  sound  on  film  is  not  necessarily  dependent  upon  the  dexterity  of  the 
player-artist.  Unlimited  tim.e  may  be  taken  to  record,  permitting  the  composer  to 
exercise  more  thought  and  choice  for  each  passing  second. 

"As  a  tool  of  the  composer,  it  enables  him  to  fix  in  his  mind,  as  well 
as  on  film,  and  arrange  his  composition  with  a  completeness  as  to  tone,  timing  and 
amplitude  better  than  is  possible  vdth  existing  musical  notation,  vathout  the 
economic  cost  of  the  reproducing  musicians  and  their  varying  interpretations. 

"It  is  possible  that  at  the  present  moment  no  other  method  approaches 
the  theoretical  possibilities  of  this  one  as  a  tool  of  the  composer,"  he  said, 
"It  also  should  allov/  experimentation  and  research  into  the  nature  of  sound  relaticna" 

Lewis  is  co-author  of  a  recent  research  report  which  won  an  international 
low  cost  furniture  competition  conducted  by  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art  in  New  York. 
McLaren  is  nov:  in  China,  sent  by  UNESCO  to  establish  a  synthetic  sound  on  fiLm 
unit.  He  is  studying  the  application  of  Chinese  brush  technique  to  synthetic  sound 
tracks.

"Our  success  as  an  industrial  natior  will  depend  upon  ovir  ability  to 
develop  nev^  machines,  nev;  processes,  and  new  products  which  are  better  than  those 
v.:e  nc'//  have,"  Dr.  Leedy  declared  at  a  noon  meeting  in  the  Morrison  Hotel, 

"Scientific  achievement  is  a  dynamic  not  a  static  affair.  Vfe  must  run 
fast  to  stay  whijre  we  are;  to  move  ahead  we  must  run  still  faster,"  he  said. 

Pointing  out  that  most  of  the  largest  industries  in  the  United  States 
have  been  an  out;;ro^rth  of  technological  developm^ents.  Dr.  Leedy  cited  the  chemical, 
steel,  electrical,  and  the  transportation  industries ^ 

"If  these  industrial  organizations  are  to  continue  to  miaintain  their 
positions  in  our-  com.petitive  free  enterprise  system.,  they  must  continue  to  iiriprove 
their  products  or  services  through  further  development  and  research,"  Dr.  Leedy 
said.   "Never  before  has  any  nation  been  so  completely  built  around  scientific  and 
engineering  developments,  and  never  before  has  a  no.tion  been  so  completely  dependent 
on  scientific  advances." 

Very  few  industries  can  afford  the  costly  staff  and  equipment  necessary 
to  solve  com.plex  research  problems,  Dr.  Leedy  stated,  and  many  firms— even  the 
largest — have  turned  to  outside  research  organizations. 
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"nfhen  an  industry  encounters  a  research  or  development  problem  for 
v^hich  it  does  not  have  the  staff  or  facilities,  or  when  its  own  staff  has  been  unable 
to  find  a  solution,  it  can  immediately  find  very  valuable  assistance  from  an  outside 
research  foundation  established  to  render  a  confidential  research  and  experimental 
engineering  service  to  industry,"  Dr.  Leedy  maintained. 

Dr.  Leedy  described  ten  possible  objectives  of  a  well  organized  research 
program: 

1.  Anticipate  troubles, 

2.  Cure  existing  troubles, 

3.  Reduce  product  cost. 

U,  Increase  product  utility  (modify  or  find  new  uses), 

5.  Reduce  consumer's  operating  or  maintenance  cost, 

6.  Develop  nevr   processes,  materials,  or  products. 

7.  Improve  quality  of  existing  materials  or  products. 

8.  Bring  about  better  standardisation. 

9.  Amass  technical  information  for  better  understanding  of  a  product. 
10,  Contribute  to  general  technical  knowledge,  the  ultimate  motive  being

CHICAGO — Polluted  air  which  assaults  the  city  dvreller's  sinuses  and  eyes, 
dirties  his  clothes  and  curtains,  and  obscures  his  viev;  of  the  slcy  is  a  costly 
nuisance  that  will  yield  only  to  scientific  research. 

That  is  the  opinion  of  Karris  A.  Fisher,  supervisor  of  fine  particles 
research  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Tech_nology, 

"Cleaning  up  the  contaminated  air  of  cities  will  require  more  than  laws 
and  good  intentions.  Atmospheric  pollution  is  primarily  a  technical  problem,  and — 
until  we  gain  enough  knowledge  about  it  through  research — progress  toward  cleaner 
air  will  be  slow,"  Fisher  declared  in  an  article  in  "The  Frontier,"  technical 
magazine  published  by  the  Foundation, 

"'.7e  are  on  the  threshold  of  important  developments  in  the  field  because 
of  recent  research,"  Fisher  said.  He  cited  nev/ly  discovered  facts  about  vreather 
and  the  behavior  of  tiny  particles  suspended  in  air,  along  '.vith  smoke  abatement 
facilities  and  careful  surveys  of  pollution  in  a  number  of  cities,  as  aids  to 
future  control  of  atmospheric  pollution.

Fisher  named  three  causes  of  contaminated  air:  natural  sources,  activities 
of  individual  citizens,  and  large  scale  industrial  and  commercial  activities.   He 
suggested  ways  to  control  each  one. 

Volcanic  dusts,  salt  nuclei  from  sea  spray,  combustion  products  of  forest 
and  grass  fires,  and  sand  or  soil  raised  by  storms  are  examples  of  natural  con- 
taminants.  The  type  and  number  of  such  pollutions  can  affect  fog,  rain,  and  other 
weather  factors, 

"It  is  likely  that  the  presence  of  certain  natural  dusts  and  nuclei 
accounts  for  problems  like  Los  Angeles'  smog,"  Fisher  said,  '*7ifhat  one  city  can 
tolerate  in  man-made  pollution  could  be  extreme] 'y  annoying  where  bad  weather  and 
many  natural  nuclei  are  found  in  combination, 

Informiation  about  wind,  air  turbulence,  and  the  movement  of  atmospheric 
contaminants  is  important  to  city  planners  who  can  better  choose  plant  sites  and 
stack  designs,  while  providing  m.ore  open  spaces  and  park  areas," 

Fisher  recomjnended  two  ways  to  control  pollution  caused  by  individual 
citizens:   (l)  good  housekeeping  and  (2)  foolproof  equipment  for  such  processes  as 
fuel  combustion. 

Housekeeping  involves  simple  precautions  in  such  operations  as  handling 
and  storing  coal,  building  materials,  and  ashes  and  the  burning  of  rubbish. 
Leaving  rubbish  or  coal  in  the  open,  or  carelessly  unloading  a  truckload  of  sand 
are  examples  of  poor  housekeeping.   Added  together,  thousands  of  such  actions  give 
the  mnd  more  pollution  to  blow  about  the  city. 

In  windy  Chicago,  Fisher  said,  pollutions  like  soot  and  dust  move  from 
one  part  of  the  city  to  another  many  times» 

"As  for  equipment,  present  research  is  directed  toward  improved  smokeless 
fuels  and  combustion  equipment,"  Fisher  said,   "A  related  field  which  has  hardly 
been  touched  is  development  of  smoke  and  cinder  removal  equipment  for  small 
combustion  units,"

Several  cities,  including  St.  Louis  and  Pittsburgh,  have  reduced  smoke 
by  regulating  the  quality  of  solid  fuels  burned,  he  noted. 

Because  industrial  plants  are  an  obvious  source  of  pollution  and  accurate 
ways  to  measure  their  share  have  been  lacking,  they  have  often  drawn  more  criticism 
than  they  deserved,  Fisher  judged.  He  called  their  pollution  problem  "probably  the 
most  amenable  to  eventual  control," 

"Industries  are  eager  to  consider  their  neighbors  as  vrell  as  to  avoid 
economic  losses  from  the  discharge  of  foreign  material  into  the  air,"  he  said, 
"Through  research  industry  can  learn  about  its  pollution,  integrate  control 
measures  with  other  technical  requirements,  and  work  out  economically  sound  methods 
of  control," 

He  noted  that  constructors  of  industrial  plants,  for  example,  are  now 
matdng  careful  studies  of  weather  conditions  at  proposed  locations  before  building, 

"Control  of  polluted  air  should  come  about  through  fundamental  research 
and  orderly  technical  development  rather  than  through  restrictive  or  punitive 
measures,"  Fisher  contended.

The  new  process  is  so  rapid,  simple,  and  economical  that  it  is  expected 
to  have  widespread  use  in  mass  production  of  recordings,  Camras  said. 

An  important  use  of  the  new  process  is  expected  to  be  the  mass  production 
of  motion  pictures  with  magnetic  sound  tracks.   Magnetic  sound  on  film  is  a 
Foundation  development  which  is  gaining  v.ldespread  popularity,  especially  among 
amateurs,  and  is  expected  to  double  the  num.ber  of  amateur  movie  makers  within  the 
next  two  years.

According  to  Camras,  duplicate  copies  of  any  magnetic  tape  recording  can 
be  made  at  high  speed  by  printing  from  a  master  tape  which  runs  in  contact  with  a 
copy  tape.  Magnetic  disk  and  endless  belt  records  can  be  copied  in  a  similar 
maniier. 

Duplicating  a  wire  record  has  been  done  successfully  in  laboratory 
experiments,  but  Foundation  scientists  state  that  this  is  much  more  difficult  than 
other  forms.  An  economical  process  is  expected  to  be  v/orked  out  within  a  short 
time. 

Copy  tape  may  be  any  of  the  standard  tapes  noVir  in  use,  Camras  said.  The 
master  record  is  made  on  a  tape  of  extra  high  coercive  force  so  that  it  vri.ll  not  be 
harmed  by  the  transfer  field.  The  copy  tape  is  brought  into  contact  Tv-lth  the  master 
tape,  and  ^vhile  the  two  are  together  they  are  passed  through  a  high  frequency 
magnetic  field.  The  influx  of  the  master  record,  combined  vri.th  the  high  frequency 
field,  impresses  a  faithful  copy  of  the  master  record  on  the  copy  tape. 

Within  certain  limits  the  copy  speed  can  be  very  high,  and  speed 
consistency  is  not  critical,  Camras  said.   In  some  experiments  tapes  were  copied 
at  13  times  the  playback  speed.  V/hen  it  is  considered  that  all  the  channels  of  a 
multi-channel  tape  can  be  copied  at  the  same  time  it  will  be  realized  that  the 
saving  in  time  can  be  considerable,  he  said, 

Camras  said  copies  are  made  with  negligible  loss  of  fidelity  and  with 
no  appreciable  increase  in  the  signal-to-noise  ratio,

CHICAGO — "Research  is  just  as  important  to  industry'  s  survival  as 
salesmanship  or  advertising,"  Dr.  Haldon  A,  Leedv,  director  of  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois   Institute  of  Technology,  told  the  National  Electronics 
Conference  today, 

"Because  research  dividends  are  rarely  immediate,  Yriiile  those  of  sales 
promotion  throuL;h  advertising  and  a  good  sales  staff  are  readily  demonstrable,  many 
industrial  executives  fail  to  appreciate  the  value  of  research  in  maintaining  their 
positions  in  our  competitive  free  enterprise  system,"  he  declared. 

"Research  is  by  no  means  universally  accepted,"  Dr.  Leedy  pointed  out  at 
a  session  on  research  management  at  Conference  headquarters  in  the  Edgewater  Beach 
Hotel. 

"Of  the  17,000  largest  firms  in  the  United  States — those  having  annual 
gross  sales  of  over  $500,000 — only  2,500  or  less  than  15  per  cent  have  any  research 
laboratory. " 

Citing  the  values  of  research  and  development.  Dr.  Leedy  remarked  that 
benefits  usually  require  many  months,  or  even  years,  to  realize  as  compared  with  the 
quicker  rusults  that  executives  have  learned  to  expect  from  effective  advertising  and 
sales  staffs.

h  "Our  exploitation  of  land  frontiers  and  dwindling  natural  resources  must

be  replaced  by  technological  developments — nev^  products,  new  processes,  new  machines, 

and  neviT  sources  of  power  if  we  are  to  insure  a  sound  economic  future  for  our  country," 

he  said. 

"Research  is  also  the  best  insurance  any  industry  can  have  against 
obsolescence.   It  is  the  best  way  to  insure  that  a  company  will  be  in  business  five, 
ten,  or  25  years  from  nov/. " 

Dr.  Leedy  cited  examples  of  research  dividends.  "Half  the  total  employment 
of  the  United  States  is  based  on  developments  from  research  laboratories.   Standard 
Oil  Company  has  returned  to  its  stockholders  more  than  $15  for  every  dollar  invested 
in  research  in  a  ten-year  period* " 

Both  large  and  small  industries  can  bring  their  research  problems  to 
organizations  set  up  to  conduct  scientific  investigations,  he  pointed  out. 

"Very  few  except  the  largest  industries  can  afford  to  maintain  the  staff 
and  equipment  needed  to  handle  the  many  complex  research  and  development  problems 
confronting  them, "  Dr=  Leedy  said. 

"The  rapid  grovrth  of  research  foiindations  is  ample  evidence  that  they 
render  a  valuable  service  to  industry  in  practically  all  of  the  technological 
fields."

CHICAGO — Airborne  radar  equipment  can  be  used  to  make  contour  maps 
of  the  earth'  s  surface  faster  and  less  e:cpensively  tlian  ever  before, 
according  to  Richard  C.  Rajaiond,  Haller,  Rajrmond,  and  Brovm,  Inc.,  State 
College,  Pa, 

Rayraond  told  attendants  at  the  national  Electronics  Conference  at 
the  Edgev/ater  Beach  hotel  here  today  that  electronic  contour  mapping  would 
make  contour  maps  "at  a  speed  heretofore  unparalleled." 

"This  high  speed  mapping  would  reduce  the  cost  of  contour  maps 
to  such  an  extent  that  maps  of  many  of  the  present  unr.iapped  region's  of  the 
world  could  be  made  at  reasonable  cost,"  he  predicted. 

Ail  airborne  radar  set,  Raymond  explained,  can  observe  several 
thousand  points  per  second  on  the  ground  and  convert  its  measurements  into 
effective  gromid  measurements  of  position  and  elevation  of  each  ground 
slemsni:  in  a  manner  similar  to  surveying. 

The  system  then  produces  a  m8.p  on  which  the  elevation  data  may  be 
produced  in  terms  of  ordinary  contour  lines,  varying  shades  of  gray,  or 
various  colors.

"Although  not  yet  put  into  operation,"  Raymond  said,  "calculations 
show  that  an  advanced  model,  operating  in  an  airplane  at  liigh  altitudej, 
could  produce  maps  at  a  rate  of  1^000  square  miles  per  flying  hour,"  The 
maps  would  be  equivalent  to  sectional  aeronautical  charts. 

In  large  scale  work,  the  aircraft  would  be  positioned  by  a  ground 
based  electronic  navigation  system  so  that  maps  would  have  large  scale 
accuracy.

The  transformer  has  cut  the  power  supply  voltage  requirements  in 
half  on  another  receiver,  he  said.   This  power  supply  cut  completely 
dispenses  with  the  need  for  povrer  transformers  in  the  smaller  television 
receivers,  and  the  need  for  associated  bulky  shielding  and  filtering 
expedients  is  avoided. 

Torsch  described  the  new  transformer  as  having  two  ceramic 
blocks  instead  of  the  conventional  metallic  iron  in  the  magnetic  core.

CHICAGO— A  built-in  television  antenna  designed  to  eliminate  hand 
tuning  and  band  switching  was  described  today  by  Dr.  Kurt  Schlesinger, 
Motorola,  Inc. 

Dr.  Schlesiager  showed  attendants  at  the  National  Electronics 
Conference  at  the  Edgewater  Beach  hotel  a  special  type  of  "non-directional 
bi-resonant  horizontal  loop,"  the  end  product  of  his  company's  work  on 
built-in  antennas.

antenna  is/the  shape  of  a  horizontal  metal  loop. 

Dr.  Schlesinger  said  that  the  ante:ma  eliminates  band  sv/itching 

because  it  is  resonant  to  the  tvro  TV  channel  ranges,  both  low  and  high.  It 

is  not  sensitive  outside  these  bands,  since  it  "listens"  only  to  the  two 

ranges i.  covering  them  both  uniformly. 

Dr.  Schlesinger  compared  the  new  antenna  v.dth  those  now  in  use  and 
presented  data  showing  the  loop  to  be  omni-directional.   He  said  tvio  cr  three 
of  these  loops  are  being  combined  to  boost  pickup  efficiency.

CHICAGO — A  new  electronic  computing  machine  which  calculates  the  mineral 
density  of  bones  and  flesh  and  tells  the  weight  and  size  of  bones  from  X-rays  was 
described  today  by  Dr.  'iValter  N.  Brown,  Jr.,  Pennsylvania  State  College,  Pa. 

"The  new  device  provides  another  help  to  nutrition  and  medical  research  and 
to  medical  practice, "  Dr.  Brown  told  attendants  at  the  National  Electronics 
Conference  at  the  Edgewater  Beach  hotel. 

The  machine  eliminates  the  need  for  hand  computations  and  measurements 
using  a  method  of  evaluating  density  of  bones  and  flesh  developed  at  Penn  State  , 
Dr.-  Brovm  explained.  He  was  .responsible  for  -design  and  construction  of  the 
instrument  in  the  Ellen  H..  Richards  Institute,  Penn  State. 

A  unique  microphotometric  light-beam  tracing  technique  for  evaluating  bone 
and  flesh  density  has  been  developed  at  the  school  since  1929,  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Pauline  Beery  Mack,  director  of  the  Institute.   The  tec;inique  has  been  used 
in  mass  studies  in  human  nutrition  since  1935. 

Dr.  Brown  explained  the  technique  as  follows: 

Special  X-ray  pictures  are  taken  of  the  subject  being  studied.   A  standard 
wedge  of  some  such  material  as  ivory  must  je  X-rayed  on  the  same  film  as  the  hand, 
foot,  knee,  or  other  part  of  the  body.   Then  the  film  is  scanned  by  a  beam  of  light, 
making  tracings  of  the  bone,  soft  tissue,  and  standard  wedge.   This  enables 
calculations  to  be  made  of  the  density  of  the  bones  and  flesh  in  the  X-ray  picture. 
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"Elements  of  human  error  have  been  eliminated  by  the  new  electronic 
computing  machine,"  Dr.  Broim  said,   "Formerly,  all  calculations  of  tracings  vrere 
made  manually,  requiring  skilled  operators.   Now  that  the  calculations,  as  v/ell  as 
photoelectric  tracings,  are  made  electronically,  central  laboratories  may  be 
established  to  which  X-rays  may  be  sent  from  research  workers,  nutritionists,  or 
physicians. " 

Dr.  Brown  predicted  that,  when  the  technique  is  established,  a  bone  and 
flesh  density  test  vrould  cost  no  more  than  a  blood  test.  He  said  that  evaluation 
can  be  made  within  a  few  minutes  after  receiving  the  film. 

By  the  photoelectric  method  of  scanning  X-rays,  scientists  learn  whether 
bones  are  mineralized  properly  or  v;hether  there  are  unwanted  deposits  of  mineral  in 
the  soft  tissue.  They  have  determined  the  nutritional  status  of  children,  adults, 
and  experimental  animals,  follovred  the  course  of  mineral  changes  in  many  diseases, 
and  evaluated  skeletal  demineralization  of  the  aged. 

Addition  of  the  electronic  computing  device  to  the  method  v^fill  enable  the 
method  to  be  used  generally  by  research  laboratories  and  hospitals.  Dr.  Brown  saido 
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CHICAGO — An  instrument  v/hich  vd-ll  detect  variatioiiS  as  small  as  one- 
millionth  of  an  inch  in  the  thickness  of  sheets  of  non-magnetic  materials  v/as 
described  today  by  Irving  W.  Rozian  and  Stephen  V,  Hart,  Industrial  Electronics,  Inc. 

Rozian  and  Hart  demonstrated  the  machine  at  a  meeting  of  the  National 
Electronics  Conference  at  the  Edgev/ater  3each  hotel  here, 

Rozian  said  the  instrument  already  has  been  used  to  measure  the  thickness 
of  sheets  of  plate  glass  as  they  leave  the  manufacturing  rolls.   Extremely  minute 
variations  in  the  thickness  of  the  glass  or  other  measured  material  are  directly 
recorded  on  the  dial  of  a  meter  or  continuously  recorded. 

Under  operating  conditions  a  sheet  of  the  measured  material  passes  through 
the  measuring  head.   As  long  as  thickness  is  standard  the  dial  of  the  meter  will 
indicate  zero.   If  thickness  increases  or  decreases  the  meter  will  show  upscale  or 
downscale  indications.   This  permits  direct  control  of  manufacturing  rolls  in  such 
a  fashion  as  to  maintain  constant  thickness. 

Although  electronic  thickness  testers  are  not  new,  Rozian  and  Hart  say  the 

new  tester  employs  a  new  principle.   The  thickness  gage  they  describe  is  based  on 

the  variation  of  the  inductance  couDling  of  two  coils  separated  by  the  material 

which  is  to  be  measured.   They  say  the  advcntage  of  this  method  is  its  independence 

of  dielectric  or  optical  properties  of  the  measured  material  and  of  its  moisture 
content,

CHICAGO  —  By  putting  noisy  encines  into  a  padded  cell  and  studying  what 
parts  are  responsible  for  the  nerve-wi-acking  decibels,  scientists  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  learn  how  to  reduce  engine  noise  by  as  much  as  50  per  cent, 

Wilson  Pa  Green,  professor  of  mechanical  engineering  at  the  college,  has 
designed  a  double-walled  engine  noise  test  room  where  he  can  ma^e  accujrate  sound 
measurements.  Believed  to  be  the  only  such  room  in  existance,  it  is  built  on  a 
four-inch  platform  of  soft  rubber  and  lined  with  a  six-inch  thickness  of  fireproof 
fiberglass  0 

"Vife  measure  the  loudest  part  first,  usually  the  exhaust,  reduce  it,  and 
then  go  on  to  the  next  loudest,"  Green  explained,   "Every  gear,  piston,  and  moving 
part  is  carefully  checked  and  muffled, 

"To  measure  some  specific  component,  such  as  exhaust  noise,"  he  said, 
"engines  are  placed  outside  the  room  with  the  exhause  piped  into  the  cell  through 
sound-insulated  ports*  Only  the  exhaust  noise  is  heard  mthin  the  room," 

Green's  noisy  patients  have  ranged  from  a  20-pound,  one  horsepower  laivn 

mower  to  a  200,00G-pound,  2,000  horsepower  diesel,  A  combination  of  camera,  magnetic 

recorder,  and  sound  anglyser  chart  the  overall  noise,  and  the  engine  is  then  stripped 

so  each  mechanical  part,  operating  separately,  can  be  studied  for  noise  reduction, 

"Any  engine,  automotive,  locomotive,  or  power  plant,  can  be  quieter. 

Proper  diagnosis  and  design  can  muffle  at  least  50  per  cent  of  the  noise  without 

altering  power  or  efficiency,"  Green  said, 
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
